Debts send students into sex trade 


online Overwhelming stu¬ 
dent loans and escalating 
medical bills have sent a 21- 
year-old Calgaiy student to 
the underground Internet 
sex trade to make ends 
meet. 

But she is not alone. 

With simple S-E-X key¬ 
strokes, men can access 
hundreds of Calgary 
women selling various sexu¬ 
al indulgences through 
Craigslist’s “erotic services” 
categoiy, but “Eve” insists 
she doesn’t sell intercourse. 

“I provide pictures and 
videos at their request in ex¬ 
change for money. What 


I’m doing is no different 
than being in a Playboy, just 
with fewer viewers,” she in¬ 
sists. But perhaps more 
alarming is why she is do¬ 
ing it in the first place. 

Eve said she was diag¬ 
nosed with cancer last year 
and began taking unap¬ 
proved medication, pushing 
her to a $50,000 debt. 

“In reality, I need more 
than that to break even. 
That’s my reason for doing 
this,” she said, adding she 
also works full time for $13 
an hour and attends school 
full time. 

Another young woman, 


“Jane,” 19, posts online 
“sugar daddy” Craigslist ads 
to overcome her $40,000 
debt, but she admits to 
meeting the usually mar¬ 
ried men in person. 

Craigslist has been under 
scrutiny for its erotic ads, 
and the highly publicized 
“Craigslist killer” case, in 
which a man is accused of 
murdering a New York 
masseuse and attacking two 
other escorts who posted 
ads on the site.

Cutbacks 
In the 
country 

Rural medical centres face 
chopping block: Documents

Alberta’s government is 
aiming to close or 
downgrade 10 rural hospi¬ 
tals in small towns across 
central Alberta, says a 
leaked document 
obtained by 
Friends of 
Medicare, a 
health care 
advocacy 
group. 

A 

newsletter 
from Alberta 
Health Servic¬ 
es says hospi¬ 
tals in Ponolca, 

Lacombe, Inn- 
isfail, Consort, Sundre, 
Three Hills and Hanna will 
all be turned into “rural ur¬ 
gent care centres.” 

The letter, which was ad¬ 
dressed on March 31, also 
says health centres in Cas¬ 
tor and Trochu are on the 
chopping block that is pro¬ 
posed to occur by April 1, 
2010. 

“These are quite substan¬ 
tial towns in the heartland 
of Alberta and people de¬ 
serve to know what the fu¬ 
ture of their hospital and 
heath facility is,” said Dave 
Eggen, an executive direc¬ 
tor with Friends of 
Medicare. “If you turn the 
key and lock the door on a 
facility, you don’t get any 
more final than that.” 

But Premier Ed Stelmach 
said the move was a deci¬ 


sion that was made by the 
former Wolf Creek Primaiy 
Care Network and it was lat¬ 
er turned down by Alberta 
Health Services after all of 
the province’s health re¬ 
gions amalgamated into 
one large superboard. 

Surgeons at Edmonton’s 
Royal Alexandra Hospital 
were also 
told to cancel 
roughly 15 
per cent of its 
elective sur¬ 
geries this 
week and 
Eggen said all 
of the moves 
are all part of 
a similar plan 
to change 
health care 
across the province. 

Alberta Health Services is 
believed to be facing an esti¬ 
mated half-a-billion in debt, 
and Eggen said his group 
has also learned the 
province will be announc¬ 
ing “significant” budget 
cuts in July. 

“This is a very sensitive 
topic and it has been in the 
past and it will be in the fu¬ 
ture,” said Stelmach. 

“Get to the table and tell 
me how we can sustain this 
system for your son because 
he may not enjoy a publicly 
funded health-care system 
if we can’t create the wealth 
to support this one, very 
good system.”

No to gas tax hike, CTF says 

Taxpayer group upset province is considering raising pump prices

Taxpayers are feeling un¬ 
easy as provincial cabinet 
ministers are fuelling the 
debate to increase taxes 
at the pumps, says the 
Canadian Taxpayers Fed¬ 
eration Thursday. 

Scott Hennig, an Alberta 
director with the group, 
says taxpayers will not put 
up with another hike at 
the pumps, especially af¬ 
ter the government admit¬ 
ted that it needs to find $2 
billion in “fiscal correc¬ 
tions” before next year’s 
budget. 

“A couple provincial cab¬ 
inet ministers have openly 
suggested the province 
might consider a sales tax, 
a five per cent per litre gas 
tax increase and hiking in¬ 
come taxes,” said Hennig 
during a news conference 


at a gas station near 99 Av¬ 
enue and 109 Street. 
“Albertans currently en¬ 


joy an advantage over our 
neighbours when it comes 
to gas prices, but that ad¬ 


vantage will be lost if the 
Stelmach government 
hikes gas taxes.” 


i Health Minister Ron 
I Liepert has suggested to 
| reporters that a gas tax in- 
§ crease of five per cent 
| could be implemented by 
■jj the government and that 
S it would create $400 mil¬ 
lion in revenue. 

Roughly 25 per cent of 
the pump price is taxes to 
the federal and provincial 
governments, but if the 
province decides to hike 
taxes by five cents, Alberta 
motorists would face a 
four per cent jump in tax¬ 
es, suggests Hennig. 

The federation also un¬ 
veiled a petition to encour¬ 
age the government to 
think twice about hiking 
gas taxes Thursday, on its 
11th annual Gas Tax Hon¬ 
esty Day. 

The petition will be giv¬ 
en to Alberta’s govern¬ 
ment before next year’s 
budget is released, said 
Hennig.

Liberal director 
lauds attack ads 

Claims donations to party have risen 


Biting partisan ads taking 
aim at Liberal Leader 
Michael Ignatieff are win¬ 
ning praise from a strange 
corner — the national di¬ 
rector of the Liberal party. 

Rocco Rossi is calling the 
attack ads “manna from 
heaven” and says they’ve 
sparked a rush in dona¬ 
tions to the Liberal party 
from supporters outraged 
at the Conservative tactics. 

It seems the Conserva¬ 
tives, whom Ignatieff has 
already credited with help¬ 
ing unite the Liberals and 
speed their leadership pick 
thanks to the parliamen¬ 
tary showdown last fall, 
are now helping fill the 
coffers too. “They have this 
innate ability at every turn 
to help the Liberal party. 


This is one of the best 
favours yet,” Rossi said. 

The Conservative ads are 
a bid to paint the Liberal 
leader as an “arrogant elit¬ 
ist” out of touch with 
everyday Canadians. 

They portray Ignatieff, 
who lived abroad for sever¬ 
al decades, as an oppor¬ 
tunistic interloper who 
will bolt the country again 
if he fails in his bid to be¬ 
come prime minister. 

The Liberal party sent 
out its own email in re¬ 
sponse, saying, “Unable to 
provide leadership him¬ 
self, Stephen Harper has 
launched new ads attempt¬ 
ing to divert attention 
away from his govern¬ 
ment’s failures.”

Ex-judge appointed 
in officer's court case 


law Ontario’s attorney gen¬ 
eral has taken the rare step 
of appointing a former 
judge to “monitor and pro¬ 
vide advice” in the case of a 
veteran Ontario Provincial 
Police sergeant charged 
with attempting to influ¬ 
ence the outcome of a sex 
assault case involving flam¬ 
boyant entrepreneur Frank 
D’Angelo. 

Former judge and integri¬ 
ty commissioner Coulter 
Osborne will report to chief 
prosecutor John Ayre, who 
is also assistant deputy at¬ 
torney general, “to ensure 
that there is a meaningful 
and effective process as this 
case moves through the 
courts,” spokesman Bren¬ 


dan Crawley said yesterday. 

OPP Sgt. Mike Rutigliano, 
49, is charged with conspir¬ 
ing to obstruct justice in 
the sexual assault prosecu¬ 
tion of D’Angelo, acquitted 
last month of sexually as¬ 
saulting a business associ¬ 
ate’s daughter in a hotel 
room near a shopping mall. 
The trial lasted one day. 

Rutigliano, who is alleged 
to have conspired with two 
former Bombardier em¬ 
ployees in a $15 million 
fraud against the aircraft 
maker, is also charged with 
helping another man 
“avoid prosecution in On¬ 
tario.” 

The 28-year veteran OPP 
officer, who worked as a 
court liaison manager, is to 
appear in Brampton, Ont., 
court on Friday for a bail 
hearing.

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China memoirs evoke 
turbulent memories 


The memoirs of China’s 
late Communist Party 
chief who was removed in 
1989 for sympathizing 
with student protesters 
will give the Party plenty 
to think about when 
deciding the country’s po¬ 
litical future, his one-time 
top aide said. 

Two decades after his 
downfall and four years af¬ 
ter his death, reformist 
leader Zhao Ziyang has 
shattered the official si¬ 
lence cloaking the 1989 
Tiananmen crackdown in 
memoirs he recorded in 
secret under house arrest. 

In his revelations, Zhao 
praised Western-style 
democracy and said multi¬ 
party politics, a free press 


and an independent judici¬ 
ary were needed for China 
to become a parliamentary 
democracy. 

Zhao had 
been accused 
of splitting 
the Party for 
challenging 
then-para- 
mount leader 
Deng Xiaop¬ 
ing’s decision 
to send in 
troops to crush the pro¬ 
democracy protests cen¬ 
tred on Tiananmen Square 
in Beijing. 

Zhao died in 2005 after 
more than 15 years under 
house arrest. 

China has changed dra¬ 
matically since 1989, 


breaking out of diplomatic 
isolation, emerging to be¬ 
come the world’s third- 
biggest economy, hosting 
the Olympics and making 
its first space walk last 
year. Most Chinese are 
richer and freer. 

But Tiananmen is still 
taboo in China and the au¬ 
thorities are expected to 
ban Zhao’s memoirs. 

The memoirs come dur¬ 
ing a sensitive year, when 
the Party must navigate 
through potentially 

volatile anniversaries, in¬ 
cluding June 4 and the 
60th anniversary of the 
founding of modern Chi¬ 
na, while coping with a 
slowing economy and ris¬ 
ingjoblessness. REUTERS

Thousands flee Sri Lankan fighting 


sri lanka Thousands of Sri 
Lankans under fire waded 
across a lagoon to escape 
the island’s war zone, 
where the military has sur¬ 
rounded Tamil Tiger rebels 
for a final battle in the 
quarter-century conflict. 

The military said aerial 
surveillance footage con¬ 


firmed the exodus of 
around 5,000 people from 
a tiny, sandy coastal strip, 
where the U.S. and others 
say the Liberation Tigers of 
Tamil Eelam (LTTE) are 
holding thousands by 
force. Sri Lanka and the 
LTTE on Thursday brushed 
off demands from the UN 


Security Council and U.S. 
President Barack Obama to 
protect the civilians. 

The Tigers, on U.S., EU, 
Canadian and Indian ter¬ 
rorist lists, have vowed no 
surrender in their fight for 
a separate nation for Sri 
Lankan minority Tamils.

VIRUS Travel restrictions and 
other measures help limit the 
spread of influenza A (H1N1), 
also known as swine flu, but of¬ 
ficials are largely ignoring the 
best way to stop it: focusing on 
children's hygiene, a researcher 
said Thursday. “Hand washing 
offers protection against a lot 
of things, not just respiratory 
viruses,” said Tom Jefferson of 
the Cochrane Library. 


SPACE A pair of spacewalking 
astronauts Thursday outfitted 
the Hubble Space Telescope 
with a new camera that will al¬ 
low astronomers to turn their 
gaze closer to the birth of the 
universe. Clad in bulky pressur¬ 
ized spacesuits, five-time shut¬ 
tle flier John Grunsfeld, and 
rookie partner Andrew Feustel 
floated outside the Atlantis for 
more than seven hours. 


SOUTH AMERICA Bolivia’s 
investigation into a group of 
Europeans who allegedly 
planned to kill the president 
and destabilize the country has 
worsened political and region¬ 
al divisions as critics say the 
government's evidence is 
weak.

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Guiding girls on weight 



A nyone interested 
in promoting the 
health of young 
girls is faced with 
a seemingly im¬ 
possible challenge. On one 
hand, in recent years we 
have seen a dramatic in¬ 
crease in the incidence of 
eating disorders — now 
one of the most common 
and dangerous chronic con¬ 
dition in young women. On 
the other hand, the obesity 
epidemic has also adversely 
affected girls and women, 
with unprecedented num¬ 
bers developing excess 
weight and related health 
issues, ranging from poly¬ 
cystic ovaiy syndrome and 
infertility to type-2 diabetes 
and sleep apnea. 

While those concerned 
about eating disorders are 
careful to not reinforce a 
negative focus on body 


weight, those concerned 
about obesity are unsure 
how to broach this issue 
without further diminish¬ 
ing self-esteem. There is 
clearly concern about the 
unintended harmful conse¬ 
quences from overweight 
and obesity prevention ini¬ 
tiatives, particularly those 
delivered in schools. But 
over-emphasis on weight or 
group 
weigh-ins 
can trigger 
fat preju¬ 
dice, weight- 
based teas¬ 
ing, or the 
ostracizing 
of larger children, or, cause 
children to react to healthy 
eating messages by adopt¬ 
ing extreme approaches to 
dieting and consequently 
losing weight to a degree 
that negatively impacts 
their health. 

Perhaps the common 
ground lies in recognizing 
both eating disorders and 
obesity as psychosocial 
health issues. At one end of 



the spectrum girls and 
young women seek to con¬ 
trol their weight by resort¬ 
ing to extreme dieting, ex¬ 
cessive exercise and other 
destructive behaviours. At 
the other end, girls and 
young women turn to food 
to cope with negative emo¬ 
tions, 
stress, 
boredom, 
abandon¬ 
ment, emo¬ 
tional neg¬ 
lect and 
isolation. 

Now, the Girl Guides of 
Canada have taken up the 
challenge of dealing with 
negative body image by in¬ 
troducing the Love Yourself 
Challenge badge, which 
girls aged five to 17 can 
earn by completing tasks 
that promote self-esteem, 
healthy eating and a posi¬ 
tive body image. 

Whether this initiative 
will indeed help to reduce 


the risk of eating disorders 
while promoting healthy 
weight remains to be seen. 
Increased self-esteem is 
clearly beneficial whether 
you are dealing with under 
or overweight. 

The societal causes of eat¬ 
ing disorders and obesity 
may well be the same: me¬ 
dia, advertising, disintegra¬ 
tion of nuclear families, 
lack of role models, loss of 
control over an excessively 
demanding, stressful and 
fast-paced society that takes 
little time to play, eat or re¬ 
flect on the things that tru¬ 
ly matter in life. 

Let us hope that the Girl 
Guides’ approach can man¬ 
age to help girls walk the 
fine line between patholog¬ 
ical dieting and numbing 
their emotions with food. 

If it can help dissociate 
self-esteem from body 
weight, much will have 
been won.

Raving Poets at the 
Kasbar on Whyte and the 
Story Slam at the Blue 
Chair Cafe on 76th Avenue 
are just two examples of 
what I am talking about. 

In most places I have 
lived, if you want to strut 
your creative stuff you are 
going to have to suck up to 
a bunch of literaiy gate-

Insurance demand exceeding capacity: EDC 


Canada’s government of¬ 
fered up to $1 billion in ex¬ 
traordinary funding to the 
country’s six private credit 
insurers Thursday to help 
boost business activity 
and combat a steep reces¬ 
sion. 

The government said de¬ 
mand for credit insurance 
in Canada surpasses capac¬ 
ity as companies that sell 
goods seek protection 
against risks such as cus¬ 
tomers refusing to pay or 
going bankrupt. 

The state-run Export De¬ 
velopment Canada (EDC), 
endowed with new powers 
to combat the credit crisis, 
said it will step in to fill 
that gap. 

“What we’ve seen in our

discussion with private in¬ 
surers is that many times 
clients come to them and 
look for protection on cer¬ 
tain buyers ... and the pri¬ 
vate insurers are not able 
to offer the full amount of 
coverage,” said Pierre Gi¬ 
gnac, senior vice-president 
of insurance at EDC. 


“What we’re doing is 
matching their offering.” 

Lead players in Canada’s 
credit insurance sector are 
Coface, a unit of French 
bank Natixis SA, and Euler 
Hermes, a unit of Ger¬ 
many’s Allianz SE. 

The other smaller play¬ 
ers are AIG Insurance, 
Atradius, Execurisk and 
the Guarantee Co. of North 
America. 

Their clients can use the 
insurance policies to pro¬ 
tect their balance sheets, 
but can also take the poli¬ 
cies to the bank and lever¬ 
age them, or turn them in¬ 
to cash, Gignac explained. 

The EDC expects there to 
be demand for the full $1 
billion on offer. reuters

Auto layoffs lift number of U.S. jobless claims 


benefits The number of 
U.S. workers filing new 
claims for jobless benefits 
rose last week, Labor De¬ 
partment data showed 
Thursday, largely pushed 
up by auto plant shut¬ 
downs related to Chrysler’s 
bankruptcy. 

Initial claims for state 
unemployment insurance 
benefits increased by 
32,000 to a seasonally ad¬ 
justed 637,000 in the week 
ended May 9. This was the 


latest setback to hopes that 
the 17-month-long U.S. re¬ 
cession was nearing an 
end. 

Even more troubling, 
the number of people stay¬ 
ing on the benefit rolls af¬ 
ter collecting an initial 
week of aid touched a 
record high for the 15th 
straight week early this 
month. 

Weekly jobless claims, 
which are being watched 
closely for signs as to when 


the recession might bot¬ 
tom, reversed an easing 
trend of the previous two 
weeks. 

“The economy is proba¬ 
bly declining at a slower 
rate, but it’s not reached a 
turning point,” said Steven 
Ricchiuto, chief economist 
at Mizuho Securities in 
New York. He said rising 
unemployment would like¬ 
ly “lengthen the down¬ 
turn.”

Christian Bale doesn’t like 
being told what to do. In 
fact, he admits he’s been 
more keen to take a role in 
a film if others tell him not 
to. 

“Some people were say¬ 
ing to me, ‘Why do you 
want to do that?’ Which 
made me go, ‘I’m going to 
go do it, then,”’ Bale ex¬ 
plains. “I really want to do 
it more, the more people 
say that.

Harvard Professor Robert 
Langdon (Tom Hanks) is 
back in action. Three years 
after he uncovered the 
complicated personal life 
of Jesus Christ in The Da 
Vinci Code he’s once again 
using his knowledge of 
symbology to unravel the 
mystery of a secret broth¬ 
erhood called the 
Illuminati and prevent a 
terrorist act against the 
Vatican. 

What’s more, he’ll do it 
all in just one night. 
Sounds thrilling, yes? Un¬ 
fortunately it isn’t. 

Most of the elements 
from Dan Brown’s best¬ 


selling book Angels and 
Demons are in place, al¬ 
though several characters 
have been omitted and sto¬ 
ry lines reconfigured and 
condensed in the name of 
brevity. 

Summarizing the story, 
however, brings a simplici¬ 
ty that sucks out most of 
the mystery and colourful 
details contained in the 
novel. Langdon seems to be 
able to unravel clues, some 
hundreds of years old, with 
such ease that Angels and 
Demons becomes simply 


an elaborate game of con- 
nect-the-dots rather than a 
fully fleshed out story. 

It’s a big summer movie, 
so we shouldn’t really ex¬ 
pect sophisticated North 
by Northwest style in¬ 
trigue, but since the sus¬ 
pense lacks the action 
should take up the slack. 
Unfortunately though, 
while A&D wants to be an 
ecclesiastical National 

Treasure, it contains few of 
the thrills of those popular 
Nic Cage movies. 

Director Ron Howard 


fills the screen with hand¬ 
some images of Rome but 
every time the movie 
works up the steam, 
Robert (Mr. Exposition) 
Langdon steps in with a 
long winded explanation 
of the history behind the 
various clues and symbols 
that sucks much of the 
movie’s momentum. 

Angels and Demons isn’t 
as talky as Da Vinci Code, 
but its fatal flaw is the Lang¬ 
don character. In the books 
he is the historical tour 
guide who provides the facts 
to bind the story together. 
On film, however, he comes 
across as a windbag who 
simply supports the story in¬ 
stead of adding to it. 

That being said, Angels 
and Demons is a vast im¬ 
provement over The Da 
Vinci Code. The pace has 
been ramped up and the 
running time chopped.

catured machismo so many 
mob movies fall back on 
when they have nothing 
meaningful left to say 
Despite the movie’s qual¬ 


ity however, it's not with¬ 
out some serious flaws. Not 
content to wrap things up 
neatly, the film sometimes 
feel like a pastiche of five 
different movies, chopped 
up, shaken together and 
served to the viewer like a 
cold, mixed-up fruit salad 
as a main course.

Rocker worked on new disc 
while fighting breast cancer

Bif Naked thrives on regi¬ 
men: The Vancouver- 
based rocker is up at dawn 
to exercise and maintains 
a straight-edge lifestyle. 

But after her diagnosis for 
breast cancer in Januaiy 
2008 and subsequent treat¬ 
ment, that all changed. 

“I’m a raw food vegan — 
I’ve been doing that a long 
time — but one month all I 
wanted was yam rolls, and 
they’re definitely not raw,” 
Naked said, laughing. “To 
this day, I can barely look at 
beets. I used to devour beet 
juice, and ate grated beets 
on salad eveiy day, but now 
I can’t stand the smell.” 

Despite these challenges, 
Naked (real name Beth Tor- 
bert) powered through writ¬ 
ing and recording a new al¬ 
bum. Titled The Promise, 
the disc is the culmination 
of months spent with pro¬ 
ducer, guitarist and 
“taskmaster” Jason Darr. 

Reached a day before the 
album’s release, Naked was 
recovering from ovarian 
surgeiy. But despite a long 
run of media interviews, 
the singer was gregarious 
and upbeat, joking if she

hadn’t been in the hospital, 
she would have hit the 
gym. 

Speaking about 

chemotherapy, she said the 
physiological setbacks im¬ 
pacted the recording 
process, as did ever-chang¬ 
ing scheduling. 

“Every chemo (treat¬ 
ment) is different — you 
can’t find any consistency,” 
she said. “At one point I was 
in the hospital for 20 days 
straight. My laiynx gland 
was so swollen I couldn’t 
swallow ... I was incapaci¬ 
tated for almost a month. 
Sometimes it seemed like 
the album would never 
come to light, but it did, 
thanks in part to (Jason) 
Darr, my taskmaster.” 

The resulting disc fea¬ 
tures Naked’s raw singing, 
layered over guitar-heavy 
pop punk. Images of hair 
falling out (on Amazon Mo¬

tel) and a song titled Sick 
may cause fans to automati¬ 
cally reach to recent events 
for interpretation. 

But Naked said the songs 
are just as rooted in the 
emotion that powers her 
creativity: Love. Along with 
the support of her hus¬ 
band, family, friends and 


fans, she found love while 
healing alongside other pa¬ 
tients, who became good 
friends. 

“A lot of people will al¬ 
ways assume if it’s is a sad 
song, it must be about 
chemo: ‘Oh, here’s another 
sad song, it must be about 
chemo.’ No!” she said. 


“(Cancer) can be very isolat¬ 
ing ... There are a million 
and one books on cancer, 
but I think the number one 
thing as a friend and family 
member, is to go with that 
person to chemo, keep 
them company if they want 
it, and check up with them 
every day.”

Star Trek’s new fashion frontier

How do you dress Mr. 
Spock in a post-Wolverine 
world? 

The problem no doubt 
bedevilled director J.J. 
Abrams and costume de¬ 
signer Michael Kaplan as 
they set out to make their 
new Star Trek film. But it 
looks like they got it right. 

Following its opening 
last week, Trek has proved 
itself a critical darling and 
commercial juggernaut — 
a sci-fi movie that feels 


contemporaiy despite con¬ 
stant visual references to 
its 1966 TV-series roots. 

“It didn’t look like too 
much had changed, but it 
still felt sleek and mod¬ 
ern,” Dino-Ray Ramos, a 
fashion writer for sfexam 
iner.com, says of the film’s 
costuming. “It was wise for 
them not to dress the char¬ 
acter in black leather like 
in the X-Men films.” 

Wise indeed. Original 
Trek is steeped in a colour 
palette straight out of the 
psychedelic 1960s. A re¬ 
boot featuring leather 
trenches and black Ray- 


Bans instead of mustard 
pullovers and micro- 
minislcirts would have 
been sacrilege. 

Dorothy Baca teaches de¬ 
sign for performance at 
the University of New Mex¬ 
ico and was the costume 
supervisor on the 1997 
film Batman and Robin. 
She says the original Trek 
and the equally candy- 
coloured 1966-68 Batman 
TV series made loud fash¬ 
ion statements for a loud 
cultural moment. 

“They were indicative of 
what was going on in the 
youth culture at that

time,” Baca says. “If you 
look at the ’60s in terms of 
clothing and fashion, it’s 
the first time we see a 
huge boom of things mar¬

“The average teen male 
is probably more jaded, a 
little bit more worldly 
than in mid-century,” Baca 
says.

Battlestar Galactica (TV 
series, 1978) 

Half the people on this show 
were dressed like Han Solo. 
That's a good thing. The bad 
thing is that the other half 
were either dressed in Hol- 


loween costume-grade robot 
suits or like space-cult leaders. 

The Black Hole (film, 
1979) 

Nicknamed 20,000 Leagues 
Under Space, because, well, it 
was a lot like 20,000 Leagues 
Under the Sea, the prime ex¬ 
ample of slow-moving '70s sci- 
fi films is also the prime exam¬ 
ple for horrible robot cos¬ 
tumes. Hard to believe it came 
out two years after Star Wars. 

The Last Starfighter 
(film, 1984) 

Starfighter was to Star Wars 
what Mac and Me was to E.T. It 
also featured the most amaz¬ 
ing crappy rubber-suit alien 
costumes of all times. Watch¬ 
ing Starfighter must have been 
what convinced George Lucas 
to digitally animate all his 
aliens in the Star Wars pre¬ 
quels. 

The Fantastic Four (film, 
1994) 

Eleven years before the horri¬ 
ble 2005 movie, there was an 


even more horrible film about 
the classic Marvel superheroes 
made on a shoestring budget 
to satisfy a legal obligation. 
The costumes, effects and 
makeup are among the worst 
ever committed to film — but 
still they're somehow more 
believable than Jessica Alba 
playing a brilliant scientist. 



Battlefield Earth (film, 
2000) 

John Travolta produced and 
starred in this adaptation of 
Scientology founder L. Ron 
Hubbards novel about aliens 
with giant foreheads — and 
that's why nobody likes John 
Travolta anymore. The cos¬

Angels actress shaves her head in a film about cancer battle 


Actress Farrah Fawcett is 
shown shaving off her fa¬ 
mous blond hair in a 
heart-wrenching personal 
video diary of her long 
battle with cancer that is 
reaching its end. 

Farrah’s Story — effec¬ 
tively the self-written obitu- 
aiy of the Charlie’s Angels 
star — was given a semi-pri¬ 
vate premiere on Wednes¬ 
day night ahead of a nation¬ 
wide broadcast on NBC tele¬ 
vision on Friday. 

The 90-minute film, 
much of it narrated by Faw¬ 
cett herself, chronicles the 
highs and the lows of the 
actress’ numerous medical 
treatments since her 2006 
diagnosis with anal cancer 
and the recent weeks when 
she has been bedridden, 
heavily medicated and 
barely able to recognize her 
son. 

Her long-time compan¬ 
ion, actor Ryan O’Neal, 


called Fawcett a fighter and 
said the 62-year-old actress 
wanted to share her cancer 
journey with the public — 
on her own terms. 

Fawcett found interna¬ 
tional fame in the 1970s for 
her role as the tanned, 
blond private eye in the hit 
television show Charlie’s 
Angels. The film includes 
footage of a delighted 
young Prince Charles of . 
Britain getting to meet her. 

Unflinching in its detail, 
the film shows Fawcett 
sometimes vomiting from 
the side effects of her can¬ 
cer treatments and on oth¬ 
er occasions dancing with 
friends during times when 
her tumors had shrunk. 

“I do not want to die of 
this disease. I want to stay 
alive,” she said when the 
cancer spread to her liver in 
2007. 

“So I say to God... it is se¬ 
riously time for a miracle.” 


Oprah apologizes for 
slamming author Frey 


people Oprah Winfrey has 
apologized to author 
James Frey for shaming 
him on her TV chat show 
amid revelations he had 
fabricated parts of his 
memoir, her spokes¬ 
woman said Wednesday. 

Winfrey’s apology was 
first reported on the web¬ 
site of Vanity Fair, with 
the author saying he felt 
“grateful” for Winfrey’s 
gesture. The two have a 
tumultuous history. 

Winfrey had been one 
of Frey’s most vocal boost¬ 
ers, naming his 2003 
drugs-and-alcohol memoir 
A Million Little Pieces one 
of her “book club” choices 
in 2005 and propelling it 
to bestseller status. 

But the next year, after 
it was revealed Frey had 
invented some details in 
the supposedly non-fic¬ 
tion memoir and written 
that he once spent three

About six months ago her 
hair began to fall out. 

Doctors had initially 
avoided treatment that 
would have led to hair loss 
for Fawcett, whose flowing 
blond locks were copied by 
millions of women around 
the world in the 1970s. 

But when other treat¬ 
ments in the United States 
and Germany had run out, 


Fawcett films her hair 
falling out on a comb and 
then shaves off the remain¬ 
der, saving only her bangs. 

“In the last two years I 
loved her more than I’ve 
ever loved her, ever,” an 
emotional O’Neal, 68, said 
in an NBC TV interview 
broadcast earlier on 
Wednesday.

Scallops with 
Herb Dressing 

INGREDIENTS: 

1 lb (450 g) fresh scallops 
12 oz (335 g) dried 
tagliatelle 

3 tbsp (45 ml) olive oil 

DRESSING: 

Bunch of parsley 
Bunch of mint 
Bunch of chives 

1 lemon 

2 tbsp (25 ml) wine 
vinegar 

5 tbsp (75 ml) olive oil 
1 tbsp (15 ml) capers 

6 large pitted black olives 
Salt and black pepper 

METHOD: 

1. Put large pot of water 
on to boil. For dressing, 
rinse and dry herbs. Chop 
parsley and mint, snip 
chives and put in measur¬ 
ing cup; you need 3/4 cup 
(175 ml). 

2. Grate lemon rind and 
add to measuring cup with 
vinegar and olive oil. 
Roughly chop capers and 


olives and add, then 
season to taste with salt 
and black pepper, mix and 
set aside. 

3. Check each scallop has 
had muscle removed, then 
rinse and dry. 

4. Add pasta to boiling wa¬ 
ter and cook according to 
package instructions. 

5. Meanwhile, heat olive 
oil in large frying pan over 
high heat and fry scallops 
4-6 minutes until lightly 
browned and just cooked 
through. 

6. Remove from heat and 
pour on dressing. Drain 
pasta well and serve 
topped with dressed scal¬ 
lops.
